POTATO CULTURE 


A sandy loam, reasonably rich in organic matter, is 
considered the very best soil for potatoes. However, any 
soil that is light and easily worked and contains a good 
supply of plant food will grow potatoes successfully. It is 
not advisable to apply fresh manure just before the 
tubers are planted. Fresh manure, besides causing a 
number of diseases on the tuber, contains too large a 
supply of nitrogen, which produces too rank a growth at 
the expense of tubers. Plowing should be deep in sec- 
tions where the ground freezes and stays frozen, and 
should be turned on edge, so that the air can get around 
and under the lumps. In southern sections, spring plowing 
is perhaps the best, because the open winters and numer- 
ous rains have a tendency to pack the ground and render 
it too compact for tubers.

FIRST.—A rich, properly prepared soil. If the ground is naturally rich, all 
that’is necessary is that it be well spaded, making it as fine and mellow’ as pos- 
sible. If, as is often the case, it consists of the earth from the excavation for 
the house, or is hard and lumpy, it should first receive a good dressing of manure 
which should be spaded in, mixing it with the soil, which should be made as 
fine and free from lumps as possible before sowing the seed. 


SECOND.—We must have good seed of the right 
the most luxuriant in the spring, others in summer, and still others in autumn, 
and a wise selection of varieties in proper proportion is very important. We have 
given much thought and made many experiments to secure the best selection 
and think our ‘Central City’’ Mixture the best possible combination to secure a 
fine lawn. 


THIRD.—It is important that the seed be properly planted. It should be sown 
at the rate of from 60 to 100 pounds to an acre.

for the winter, while a nurse crop in spring generally does 
more harm than good. The young grass plants growing 
in the shade and being crowded by the grain never get a 
stocky and healthy growth until the grain is harvested, 
and then only if the weather is favorable, which is, how~— 
ever, very seldom the case. Most generally we have it 
dry and hot during harvest, and the consequence is that 
the young grass and clover plants. disappear soon after 
the grain is cut, for they are not well enough developed 
and not used to being exposed -to the hot sun. If, how- 
ever, the grass seed is sown alone it will take care of it- 
self, and the plants will soon cover the ground. Should 
the land, however, be weedy, then it is necessary to run 
a mower over the field once or twice to check them and 
to prevent their going to seed. 

For sowing grass seeds or our Grass Mixtures the 
the same as for grain. 
Fall plowed land is always preferable, because it will 
hold the moisture better than ground plowed in the 
spring. After the ground is worked up loose and mellow 
it is ready to receive the grass seeds, which can be 
sown either by hand or with hand seeders.

A FEW SUGGESTIONS ABOUT SOWING, ETC.—We 
give here a few general rules which will be helpful to be- 
ginners. ‘The soil best suited to flowers is a light rich 
joam, which should be as fine and smooth as_ possible. 
Should the soil be heavy, mix with sand to lighten it. 
Sow the seed either broadcast or in rows, and cover in pro- 
portion to the size of the seeds—a good general rule is to 
cover two or three times the size of the seed—and press 
the soil firmly. Small seeds cannot come up if covered too 
deep. Water with a fine spray, and do not allow the soil 
to dry out. Some sorts should be started in the house early 
in seed boxes, earthenware pans or flower pots. When 
three or four leaves have formed transplant to similar 
boxes one inch apart, or in the open ground if: warm 
enough. Be careful not to keep young plants continually 
saturated, as they will be liable to damp off.
